23.—The Auditor of Publle Accounts
has remitted to the Board of Super-
visors of Chestarfield, $1,361.560 for the
county’'s share of the 18056 capltation
tanxes collected by Its treasurer and
pald into the State treasury, tha sum
belng one-third af the whola
capltatjon taxes for 1805 collected,
the dzlinquency In capltation taxes
for that year, amounting to
$2,442. The county suparvisors at thelr
regular maeting next Monday will di-
rect the application of this sum by the
pounty treasurer. A movement is on
foot to consolidate tha distrliet road-
working forees and systematize the
waork so that a large and well-managed
force can be malntained by the com-
bined revenues of the six magisterial
districts, payable out of thelr district
funds, the new foree to work in the
spveral districts In proportion to there
respective revenues and funds In the
tregsury.
